This was made known as senate 
Jeaders arranged to start hearings on 
that side of the capitol as soon as an 
actual bill is drafted by the house 
Ways and means committee. The com- 
mittee hopes to complete its hearings 
by tomorrow night. 


A high official said the plan was 
to try to enact the processing taxes, 
requested by President Roosevelt but 
thrown out by house tax drafters, as 
straight excise levies, with the reve- 
nue going into the general treasury 
fund. 

AAA experts have outlined a ten- 
tative rate schedule which would be 
#pplied to a larger number of com- 
gnodities than were affected under the 
old processing taxes invalidated by 
the supreme court and which they 
estimate would yield from $221,00v,- 
000 to $360,000,00C annually.

TRIAL OF RITTER 
T0 START TODAY 


Senate Officials Predict 
Case Will Last Week; 
Defense in Readiness. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—(4)-— 
The. prosecution and defense brushed 
up arguments tonight for the start to- 
morrow of the senate’s twelfth . im- 
peachment trial in 137 .years-——the 
case of the house against Federal 
Judge Halsted L. Ritter, of Florida. 

Senate officials predicted the trial 
would . last ‘a week, counting recesses 
of counsel and other 
interruptions, dupingtwhich ungéy! 
legislative busitiess will be transaeted. 

Judge Ritter, short, gray-haired, is 
charged in seven impeachment articles 
voted by the house with allowing A. 
L. Rankin, a former law partner, ex- 
orbitant receivership fees, with ‘“‘cor- 
ruptly” receiving $4,500 from Rankin, 
with violating the judicial code .in 
practicing law while on the bench, and 
with evasion of taxes on part of his 
1929 and 1930 incomes. 

Ritter Denies Charges. 

In a 12,000-word reply, Ritter de- 
nied all of the charges. 

He asserted none of the actions 
cited had “brought his court into scan- 
dal and disrepute” or “destroyed pub- 
lie confidence in the administration 
of justice” in that court. 

Originally approximately 60  wit- 
nesses were summoned for the trial, 
but 29 have been excused because of 
withdrawal by the prosecution of two 
specifications in Article 7, charging 
Judge Ritter acted improperly in elec- 
tric rate and banking proceedings. 

Ritter will be represented by Carl 
T. Hoffman; of Miami, and Frank P. 
Walsh, of this city’and: New York.

Two more law suits growing out of 
Govenor Talmadge’s control of Geor- 
gia’s finances are pointed today to- 
ward the state supreme court. 

Qut of the legal maze surrounding 
the Governor's one-man rule, appeals 
were being framed following decisions 
here and at Rome, the latter involv- 
ing injunctive action against a group 
of Talmadge’s fiscal officers. 

The state’s attornes announced an 
immediate appeal from the action of 
Judge Claude Porter, at Rome, who 
yesterday overruled their efforts to 
throw out of court his injunction 
against the officials. 

Assembly Call Urged. 

In announcing his decision, Judge 
Porter said that he considered a spe- 
cial session of the general assembly 
the only solution of the fiscal mess 
into which the state has been precipi- 
tated by the one-man financial rule of 
Governor Talmadge. 

His decision and continuance of the 
injunction is believed to tie up funds 
which may be badly needed by the 
Governor for the operation of the 
state. The funds covered in the in- 
junction are the state’s largest single 
source of revenue. It wae indicated 
when last month’s gasoline taxes 


were secured through fi fas against 
oil companies, that other cash held in 
the state treasury was not srfficient 
to meet operating expenses.

physicians today as a possible cure 
for pneumonia. 

The unusual treatment, still in the 
experimental stage, was described in 
the Journal of the American Medical 


Association in a translation of an ar-- 


ticle from the: Indian Medical Ga- 
zatte of Calcutta. 

The article said the treatment had 
been used in but six cases of uncom- 
plicated lobar pneumonia but its de- 
velopers were enthusiastic in report- 
ing its success. 

The alcohol mixed as a 20 to 33 
per cent solution in sodium chloride 
is injected into the veins like any 
other intravenous “shot in the arm,’ 
Dr. I. Bakhsh and Dr. A. T. Andrea- 


plained. 

The dose varies from 20 to 25 cubic 
centimeters daily, in either one or two 
injections. 

Their results, the two doctors de- 
scribed thus: 

“Within an hour of the injection 
there was sufficient decrease in the 
intensity of the pain in the chest to 
allow the patient to sleep comfort- 
ably. It had completely disappeared 
within 48 to 72 hours after the first 
injection. . .. 

“Arrest of the process of consoli- 


dation fh cases treated from the start 
of .the disease was remarkable. ‘The 
congestive stage gradually regressed,

Tanks, airplanes and field artillery 
mere used freely in the latest fight- 
ng. 

The newspaper Pravda today as- 
seerted the Japanese military command 
is anxious to occupy Mongolia in or- 
der to use it as a “jumping off piace” 
in a war against the soviet union. 

“The Japanese military has been 
playing with fire,” said a government 
review in the organ Bolshevik, “their 
plan is to strike through Mongolia at 
Chita and Irkutsk and also to open 
the way for the spread of conquest 
into Sinkiang and Tibet.” 

The announcement that the soviet 
union would come to Mongolia’s aid 
in case of necessity should, the organ 
stated, “impress these would-be con-

Germany, keeping a sharp eye on 
the “Russian: menace,” has 600, 
soldiers in uniform, trained to ma- 
chine-like precision, and could easily 
call up 1,000,000 more in event of 
war. By midsummer, the nazi nation 
will have an air force expected to 
match Russia’s, plane for pltne. 

Great Britain is in the midst of the 
greatest peace-time arms program in 
history. The program will cost be- 
tween $1,500,000,000 and $2,000,000,- 
000 and reveala conclusively a major 
part of the next war will be fought 
in the air. 
Although Britain also is building 
up her army and navy, which pee 
far below the pre-war level while 
John Bull sought to spread the gospel 
of collective security, greatest stress 
is being laid on the air force. Brit- 
ain’s immediate rearmament calls for 
1,750 first-line fighting planes, in ad-

During the next 12 months, Britain 
is expected to spend $1,000 a minute 
on armament. 

France, with one of the finest

shortly after the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. 

France has only 368,000 men in her 
home forces, but within 10 days she 
could mobilize 4,000,000, as compared 
with her potential army of 975,000 
at the outbreak of the World War. 

' Leading Air Race. 

France, with 4,000 fighting planes, 
is leading the race for air supremacy. 
Close behind is Italy, which, expects 
to have 3,700 planes by the end of 
the year.

However, 
France’s main fears of. attack are on 
land. She is said to have the greates 
fleet of tanks in the world and ap- 
proximately 20,000 artillery pieces.

Quoram marks the start of a motor 
road toward Addis Ababa and opens 
up territory which should be com- 
paratively easy sailing for the Ital- 
jans after their tremendous difficul- 
ties over the trackless miles of the 
arid northern mountains, 

Quoram had been Haile NSelassie’s 
field headquarters. It is a rather 
large city, famous as the starting 
point of “Menelik highway,” which 
the former emperor used in 1895 to 
march 100,000 men through Quoram 
before they slaughtered the. Italians 
at Aduwa. 

The military results of beating the 
negus and the cream of his troops 
yesterday were considered by Italians 
to have tremendous possibilities, First 
impressions were that the emperor's 
forces were too badly shattered to re- 
form south of Quoram. 

The psychological effect of the set- 
hack on the Ethiopians was said by 
officials to be immeasurable, Italian 
casualties were said to be compara- 
tively light and those of the Ethio- 
pians to be heavy.

TUPELO IS RAZED 
BY STORM AND FIRE. 


TUPELO, Miss., April 6 (Monday) 
(?)—Practically the entire western 
section of this TVA city was blown 
away last night by a terrific storm 
which left an unknown number of 
dead and injured and widespread fires 
in its wake. The dead was estimated 
at 40, with as many as 600 severely 
injured. 

The town was in utter confusion. 

_Reports of the number of persons 
killed ranged from 10 to 40 with scores 
injured. Property damage was unde- 
termined and virtually all communica- 
tion lines were disrupted. 

Every available physician anJ nurse 
was pressed into service, together with 
many volunteers. All Tupelo hospi- 
tals overflowed with dead and in- 
jured. 

Medical supplies, ambulances, doc- 
tors and nurses were being rushed 
from near-by towns and some of the 
injured were taken to Pontotoc after 
the hospital facilities here were ex- 
hausted. 

The TVA manager here reported to 
A. H. Sullivan, assistant chief engi- 
neer at Chattanooga, shortly before 
midnight -hat “30 or 40” persons had 
been killed and that “half of the town 
was blown away.” 

Sullivan informed him that the TVA 
was rushing 75 to 100 men to Tupelo 
from Pickwick, Wilson dam and Jack-

“Bread, when properly made, with 
a balanced formula, is the cheapest 
and best energy food,” Mr. Carroll 
asserts, “because it contains almost 


ideal proportions of muscle food, or 


protein and energy food. Bread pro- 
tein is fully equal to meat as a source 
of muscle-repair food. A perfectly bal- 
anced daily diet should contain not less 
than six slices of bread.” 

These facts, which have been known 

by the medical profession for many 
years, have not been given full atten- 
tion by the. housewives of the nh-
